Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Davkin  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and 
consideration  a report  on  the  health  and  health  services  of 
your  district  during  the  year,1952  . 

As  in  previous  years  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  is  included  and  is  complementary  to  this  Report. 

I have  included  certain  details  of  the  personal  health 
services  administered  by  me  as  Divisional  Radical  Officer  for 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  so  that  you  may  have  a comprehensive 
report  of  the  work  done  during  the  year. 

There  was  a further  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  and  at  the  year’s  end  the  total  was  271b. 

The  estimate  of  population  given  by  the  Registrar-General 
was  13,600  and  the  natural  increase  in  population  of  live  births 
over  total  deaths  was  133.  There  has  been  a reduction  in  the 
number  of  births  for  the  year  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

This  has  been,  the  general  experience  throughout  the  country. 

The  number  of  still-births  remains  at  i in  1952  . The 
number  of  infant  deaths  rose  from  7 in  1951  to  19  in  1952  in 
spite  of  the  increased  number  of  home  visits  to  infants . 

I regret  that  there  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  tht.re  was  no  serious  outbreaks 
of  infectious  disease  and  diphtheria  was  again  absent  from  the 
district  during  the  year.  The  number  of  children  protected 
by  immunisation  is  still  too  low  in  spite  of  the  efforts  made  to 
stimulate  interest  in  protection  against  diphtheria. 

The  demand  for  and  the  service  given  by  Home  Helps 
again  increased.  The  number  of  cases  dealt  with  rose  to  103 
with  a total  of  16,725  hours  compared  with  BO  cases  and  13,569

hours  in  1951# 
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After-care  under  Section  2c  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  operated  satisfactorily.  There;  has  been  close  co-operation 
between  the  Hospital  Services  as  represented  by  Hospital 
Almoners  and  the  Local  Authority  Services  of  Health  Visiting 
and  Home  Nursing,  the  Divisional  Office  being  the  "exchange” 
through  which  information  has  been  passed. 

I have  to  acknowledge  gratefully  the  interest  and  support 
of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  in  the 
work  of  the  Department. 

All  Officials  of  other  Departments  have  invariably  been 
co-operative  and  helpful  and  I take  this  opportunity  to 
express  my  thanks  to  then  and  all  members  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  work  during  the  year  .

The  absence  of  diphtheria  in  the  district  and  the  few  cases  which 
occurr  in  the  country  as  a 'whole  while  most  satisfactory  cannot  be 
taken  as  an  indication  that  immunisation  is  unnecessary.  Efforts 
will  continue  to  be  made  to  have  the  infants  and  children  protected 
by  prophylactic  immunisation. 

■TIOOP BIG  COUGH  ILHUNIS/J  ION . 

In  I/Iay  1952,  the  County  Council  approved  a scheme  for  free 
immunisation  against  /{hooping  Cough  of  children  up  to  the  age  of 
4 years,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  74  children  had  completed  a 
full  course  in  which  the  approved  antigen  was  used.  In  additio:i, 
general  practitioners  are  now  making  increasing  use  of  a combined 
pertussis-diphtheria  prophylactic  so  that  the  total  number  of 
children  protected  is,  in  fact,  considerably  greater  than  this  figure.

21<t  tenants  reported  housing  defects  of  a varying  nature  and 
o46  visits  in  all  were  made  to  these  properties  by  way  of  initial 
inspection  and  re-inspection  before  necessary  repair  works  were 
carried  out.  In  11  instances  only  was  it  necessary  to  serve 
Statutory  Notices  to  prompt  repair  works,  and  in  no  case  was  it 
necessary  to  apply  to  the  Courts  for  enforcement. 

Unfortunately,  I cannot  suggest  that  as  214  tenants  only  asked 
x or  repair  worms  the  overall  position  with  regard  to  remaining 
properties  must  be  satisfactory.  I feel  that  it  is  anything  but 
satisfactory,  as  a survey  would  undoubtedly  show.  Little  or  nothing 
could  be  attempted  with  the  properties  discussed  in  the  following 
sub-he ading. 

(b)  Sub-Standard  Houses . 

lhis  term  is  intended  to  refer  to  occupied  dwellings  which  are 
considered  incapable  of  being  brought  to  a reasonable  standard  of 
fitness  at  a reasonable  expense  . 

In  my  opinion  there  7/ere  approximately  50  such  dwellings  sited 
within  your  district  at  the  end  of  the  year  at  Fitzwilliam  Street,  and 
Bond  Street,  Kinsley;  Green  Kill,  Little  Hemsworth,  and  Wakefield  Road 
Kemswortn ; all  of  which  fall  into  the  category  for  immediate  attention 
Throughout  the  year  I could  insist  only  on  the  maintenance  of  sanitary 
conveniences  and,  on  occasion,  even  the  conveniences  created  urgent 
problems  . 

Representations  were  made  as  long  ago  as  1937  for  demolition 
and  site  clearance  of  some  of  these  properties  which  continued  in 
occupation  throughout  the  year,  emphasising  as  nothing  else  can  how 
acut^  has.  been  the  pressure  on  the  Council  to  allow  the  occupation 
of  any  sort  of  housing  accommodation  during  the  past  years.  Landlords 
had  little  difficulty  in  finding  tenants  for  this  type  of  property. 

(c)  New  Houses . 

The  Council  were  responsible  for  60  of  the  62  new  dwellings 
constructed  in  the  district  during  1952  . 

6u  bungalows  and  12  houses  made  up  the  number,  of  which  47  (all 
bungalows ) were  built  and  occupied  on  the  Kinsley  Site  and  12  houses 
and  21  bungalows  sited  on  the  Hemsworth  Highfield  Estate. 

A post  war  construction  of  over  700  houses  for  an  authority  the 
Sj.xe  oj.  Hemsworth  is  indeed  a magnificent  achievement  showing  how 
determined  the  Council  has  been  (and  still  is)  to  overcome  the  acute 
post  war  housing  shortage  • 

(d)  Overcrowding. 

Overcrowding  on  a bedroom  standard,  and  not  necessarily  Statutory 
ov-r crowding,  existed  in  at  least  100  houses  in  Hemsworth  alone,  as  a 
perusal  of  the  current  Points  Scheme  for  the  allocation  of  Council 
houses  snows.  Since  the  scheme  refers  to  applicants  only,  and  as 
the  List  is  now  in  its  second  year,  this  figure  is  in  all  probability 
much  higher.  The  more  acute  cases,  however,  were  dealt  with  in  the 
Council's  first  Points  scheme.

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It  would  be  necessary  to  make  a survey  of  the  district  to  ascertain 
the  true  position  but,  in  view  of  the  well  publicised  points  scheme 
for  the  allocation  of  houses,  there  would  appear  to  be' little  advantage 
to  be  gained  by  this  procedure  at  the  present  time. 

(e)  Removals  to  Council  Houses  . 


New  tenants  made  their  own  removal  arrangements.  In  each  case 
an  inspection  and  spray  treatment  of  furniture,  particularly  bedroom 
furniture,  followed  completion  of  removal,  Many  people  enquired  if 
this  work  was  necessary.  Experience  of  removals  has  shown  in  almost 
all  cases  that  it  was  not.  Unf ortunately , it  was  the  exception  that 
made  the  rule  „ 

144  removals  were  supervised  in  this  way,  of  which  80  were  bnew 
houses  or  bungal'ows,  and  64  to  previously  occupied  houses.  A charge  of 
£1  was  made  for  this  service  except  where  the  removal  concerned  old 

pensioners  when  the  service  was  free  «

Jbw  events  horrify  the  clean  housewife  more  than  the  unfortunate 
event  of  finding,  a bed  bug  in  her  house.

the  ministry  of  Food  maintained  control  of  its  supply  and  distribution* 
Premises  in  ihrket  Street,  Hemsworth,  were  used  for  centralised 
slaughtering  of  animals  for  both  the  Rural  and  Urban  Districts  of 
Hens  worth  for  the  15th  consecutive  ’/ear. 

Animals  slaughtered  for  food  have  a fair  share  of  a variety  of 
diseases  and  parasitic  infections  sc  that  an  inspection  of  all  carcases 
and  offal  becomes  a very  real  necessity.  Centralised  slaughtering 
allowed  this  to  be  carried  out.  It  also  allowed  a satisfactory  measure 
of  ante-mortem  inspection  so  that  obviously  sick  or  abnormal  animals 
.ere  readily  observed  and  segregated  for  a more-  detailed  inspection 
after  slaughter. 

Duties  of  inspection  were  alternated  weekly  with  the  Rural  District 
Inspector  and  the  figures  shown  be  law  represent  about  50;  of  the  work 
involved  at  the  Slaughterhouse  during  1952.

These  figures  are  not  peculiar  to  IlemSworth  alughterhouse  . They 
can  be  duplicated  in  other  abattoirs  of  the  same  capacity  and  they 
differ  only  to  a slight  degree  on  those  shown  for  1951. 


They  represent  about  5%  of  the  total  weight  of  carcases  and  offal 
inspected  and  from  that  viewpoint  are  not  quite  so  alarming. 


Nevertheless  the  wastage  is  appreciable,  especially  as  meat 
supplies  were  not  plentiful  during  the  year. 

The  figures  do  emphasise  the  need  for  a full  meat  inspection 
service,  and  it  is  difficult  to  appreciate  how  this  can  be  effected 
should  slaughtering  of  animals  for  food  revert  to  the  many  small 
privately-owned  slaughterhouses  which  were  in  use  before  1940  • 


Disposal  of  condemned  meat  and  offal  was  undertaken  by 
contractors  on  behalf  of  the  ministry  of  Food.  This  material  was 
stained  with  a green  dye  before  removal,  and  at  the  contractors 
premises  processed  down  to  fertilisers,  etc.  A pxaompt  removal  was 
necessary  to  avoid  creating  a nuisance  but  this  was  not  always 
achieved,  and  on  occasions,  especially  during  the  warmer  weather, 
much  unpleasantness  occurred.  A more  careful  attention  should  be 
paid  to  this  material  by  the  Ministry  concerned.

I can  repeat  my  1351  report  in  this  respect.  The  premises  were 
exceptionally  well  managed  and  a model  of  cleanliness  for  this  type 
of  undertaking.  Every  credit  should  be  given  to  the  staff  concerned, 
who  were  always  ready  to  assist  in  any  way  possible. 

Meat  Distribution. 

Imported  meat  arribved  at  the  slaughterhouse  in  a variety  of 
motor  vans,  some  of  which  were  not  at  all  satisfactory  from  a 
hygienic  point  of  view.  The  Ministry  were  approached  on  several 
occasions  in  attempts  to  improve  matters  in  this  respect.  The 
general  position  was  still  not  satisfactory  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Distribution  of  meat  was  made  to  68  butchers  premises  within 
the  Urban  and  Rural  districts  by  means  of  locally  owned  covered 
motor  vans  . heat  was  not  hung  during  transit,  as  the  vans  are  not 
fitted  with  the  necessary  roof  rails.  I should  like  to  see  this 
method  of  delivery  adopted. 

9.  FOOD  PREPARATION  ADD  SALE. 

Food  Shops  - Byelaws  made  under  Section  15,  Food  6 Drugs  Act,  195b  ♦ 


Work  under  this  heading  was  carried  on  throughout  1952  qnd  by 
the  end  of  the  year  most  of  the  shops  retailing  food  had  been  \risited 
and  the  respective  shopkeepers  advised  of  the  requirements  of  the 
Byelaws.  A sustained  effort  of  inspection  was  not  practicable.  I 
regret  this,  as  I feel  more  is  achieved  by  frequent  oojfcact  than  by 
possibly  one  visit  over  a period  of  several  months. 

The  protection  of  foodstuffs  offered  for  sale  should,  of  course, 
be  the  shopkeepers  first  consideration  and  prompting  ought  not  to 
be  necessary  in  this  respect.  Bo  doubt  if  the  same  careful  consideration 
was  given  to  protection  as  is  given  to  display  - particularly 
confectionery  - the  problem  would  be  largely  solved,  but  too  often 
can  one  see  flies  with  a free  access  to  unprotected  food  - a revolting 
sight  indeed.  The  public  can  assist  our  efforts  by  voicing  their 
protests  as  strongly  as  possible  in  such  cases. 

There  was,  however,  a noticeable  improvement  in  shop  hygiene  during 
the  year,  particularly  by  the  larger  shops.  Managements  readily 
carried  out  any  suggested  improvements  to  premises,  fittings  and 
equipment . Hot  water  supplies  were  made  available  where >required . 
Improvements  tend  to  be  costly  and  the  small  shopkeeper  has  to  be 
extremely  clean  food  conscious  to  volunteer  large  scale  improvements 
to  his  premises,  necessary  though  they  *ay  be.

Insanitary  conditions  were  found  and  remedied  at  18  shop 
premises.  Visits  of  inspection  were  also  made  to  canteens  within  the 
district,  and  structural  improvements  on  a large  scale  were  required 
and  effected  at  one  canteen  supplying  a number  of  schools  in  the  area. 
I was  glad  to  note  that  the  practice  of  reheating  meat  and  gravies 
was  discontinued  at  this  particular  canteen  during  the  year.  Canteen 
staffs  are  now  very  familiar  with  careful  food  presparation  practice, 
and  have  every  encouragement  to  maintain  the  high  standard  required.

Ho  ice  cream  was  manufactured  for  sale  within  the  district  during 
1952.  19  premises  were  licenced  to  sell  ice  cream  and  all  sold  a 

wrapped  article  from  refrigerated  containers.  Sampling  takes  place 
before  arrival  within  the  district  so  that  local  sampling  was  not 
deemed  necessary.  No  problems  arise  with  regard  to  the  quality  of 
ice  cream  sold  within  the  district  during  the  year. 

*0.  MILK  SUPPLY  AMD  DISTRIBUTION. 

Milk  production  was  supervised  by  the  Ministry  of  agriculture 
and  I have  no  information  of  improvements  which  may  hav9  been  effected 
during  the  year  at  local  dairy  farms. 

Three  producer-retailers  were  still  active  during  the  year,  one 
retailing  bottled  milk  of  accredited  standard  and  the  other  two 
retailing  ungraded,  and  untreated  milk  by  the  hand  dipped  can  method. 

I am  not  at  all  happy  about  these  two  supplies  or  the  method  of  delivery. 
The  herds  concerned  are  not  tuberculin- tes ted , and  there  must  always  be 
present  the  possibility  of  a tuberculous  milk  supply.  The  hand  can 
method  of  delivery  cannot  compare  with  the  controlled  hygienic  method 
of  bottling  milk,  and  I shall  be  glad  to  see  the  end  of  it  in  this 
district . 

By  far  the  bulk  of  milk  retailed  during  1952  was  pasteurised 
bottled  milk  supplied  by  dairies  operating  from  adjoining  large  towns. 
Tuberculin  tested  raw  milk  had  a limited  sale  as,  unfortunately,  it 
was  a slightly  more  expensive  commodity.  A number  of  shops  found  a 
ready  sale  for  sterilised  bottled  milk. 

Distribution  of  bottled  milk  presented  a continual  problem 
throughout  the  year  due  to  the  tendency  to  dump  full  crates  of  bottled 
milk  at  various  strategic  points  within  the  district  for  the  convenience 
of  roundsmen.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Dairy  Company  mainly 
concerned,  and.  some  improvement  effected.

The  County  Council  continued  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
and  sampling  was  undertaken  within  the  district  by  the  Weights  and 
Measures  Department.

11  . REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

This  work  was  carried  out  by  direct  labour  and  a weekly  collection 
of  refuse  was  maintained  in  all  weathers. 

Four  Fordson  three-ton  side  loading  refuse  collecting  vehicles, 
each  served  by  a driver  and  one  nan,  dealt  satisfactorily  with 
approximately  4,000  dustbins  weekly  during  the  year. 

A five-day  week  operated  except  for  six  weeks  during  January  and 
December,  when  shortened  hours  of  daylight  necessitated  Saturday 
morning  collections  . 

Refuse  rounds  increased  during  the  year  as  additional  house 
property  was  brought  into  occupation,  and  they  will  increase  further 
as  the  rehousing  programme  continues.  It  will  be  appreciated  that 
longer  distances  have  to  be  travelled  for  each  dustbin  on  the  new 
estates  » 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  means  of  a modified  form  of  control 
tipping.  Most  of  the  refuse  was  disposed  of  at  the  Rotherham  Road  tip, 
though  from  time  to  time  a number  of  loads  were  tipped  to  fill  up  small 
ponds  to  abate  potential  or  active  sources  of  nuisance.  In  addition, 
a number  of  selected  loads  were  tipped  by  request  on  unmade  roads 
leading  to  farm  property. 

The  Rotherham  Road  tip  had  almost  reached  the  limit  of  its 
capacity  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  alternative  tipping  sites  were 
being  sought • Suitable  sites  exist  within  the  district  and  it  is 
hoped  that  negotiations  for  either  renting  or  purchasing  one  of  them 
will  be  successful. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  costs  for  the  year  ending  31st 
I.fersh,  1953,  amounted  to  £5,2o2.  Is.  2d.  This  figure  included  an 
amount  of  £653  6s.  for  repairs  to  vehicles  and  £757  7s.  Id.  for  petrol 
and  oil.  As  in  previous  years,  the  maintenance  of  refuse  vehicles 
was  undertaken  by  the  local  Ford  Agent. 

1S51  figures  were  £4,773,  £486  and  £711  respectively. 

12.  SALVAGE  FROM  HOUSEHOLD  REFUSE . 

Ytfaste  paper  collections  were  undertaken  until  the  market  for 
its  disposal  suddenly  collapsed  in  I&rch  • The  Council  were  left 
with  some  16  tons  of  baled  paper  for  which  ther«  was  no  sale,  and 
it  was  not  until  October  and  Ho'vember  that  this  paper  was  taken 
by  the  Mills  at  a much  reduced  price  • 

It  seemed  an  odd  state  of  affairs  that  the  year  should  open 
with  the  results  of  a Rational  Waste  Paper  Contest  undertaken  in 
1951  to  encourage  waste  paper  salvage.  In  support  of  the  national 
effort,  arrangements  had  been  made  locally  to  show  films  appealing 
for  waste  paper  salvage  . 

Thus  from  Ifarch  waste  paper  was  not  salvaged  from  refuse  and 
was  disposed  of  by  burning  at  the  refuse  tip. 

Total  sales  in  1952  amounted  to  28  tons  10  cwts  realising 
£247.16.9d.  1951  firures  were  40  tons  8^  cwts  and  £622.6.7  . re spectiTiely* 

Scrap  tins  were  salvaged  at  the  Refuse  Tip  and  15  tons  6^  cwts  were 
sold  during  the  year  for  £45«19.6d.  This  was  a new  venture  and  proved 
satisfactory. 
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Cesspools  . 


The  cesspool  emptier  in  operation  at  the  beginning;  of  the 
yeai  iell  into  disrepair  and  eventually  became  totally  unserviceable. 
A new  500  gallon  emptier  also  capable  of  cleansing  street  gullies 
and  interchangeable  on  the  same  chassis  with  a refuse  collecting 
body  had  been  on  order  at  the  end  of  1951,  and  was  delivered  in 
time  - but  only  just  in  time  - to  carry  on  cesspool  cleansing  without 
the  need  for  alternative  arrangements.  The  new  vehicle,  a Karrier, 
cost  £1740  and  should  prove  to  be  rextemely  useful.  The  scrap  value 
of  the  old  vehicle  was  £36  and  it  was  disposed  of  locally.  The  cost 
oi  wiip tying  the  31  cesspools  witnin  the  district  throughout  the  year 
ending  31st  Jharch,  1953  was  £2/5.1.5d.  The  1951  figure  was  £426,  but 
there  was  no  break  in  the  service  during  that  year.

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14.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION* 

The  increasing  national  concern  with  regard  to  air  pollution  by 
smoke,  fumes  and  grit  during  1952  was  reflected  within  our  own 
district  by  a more  critical  observation  of  the  two  major  sources  of 
pollution  at  Fitzwilliam  - the  Coke  Ovens  plant  and  the  Colliery 
boiler  chimneys. 

The  Colliery  boilers  were  not  converted  to  mechanical  stoking  during 
the  year  as  had  been  hoped,  and  smoke  emissions  were  repeatedly  heavy 
and  prolonged.  The  chiipieys  are  sited  some  distance  from  property  and 
in  a favourable  position  with  regard  to  the  prevailing  wind  but  the 
IT.  C«  B.  must  deal  with  this  smoke  emission  nuisance  at  a very  early  date 

The  Coke  Ovens  plant  provided  a far  more  serious  nuisance.  Sited 
much  nearer  to  house  property,  within  300  yards  of  a school,  and 
discharging  smoke  and  fumes  at  a much  lower  level,  it  was  offensive  to 
a varying  degree  depending  entirely  upon  wind  directions.  The  prevailing 
wind  eases  the  position,  tending  to  carry  effluYla  away  from  vulnerable 
property,  but  a far  more  constant  prevailing  wind  would  be  required  to 
rely  on  nature  to  solve  this  serious  problem.  A breakdown  on  the 
exhaust  side  of  the  pla  nt  occurred  on  one  occasion  during  the  year 
resulting  in  an  emission  of  "green  gas"  to  the  atmosphere  over  a period 
of  several  hours.  Ironically,  natural  atmospheric  conditions  were  as 
unfavourable  as  they  could  have  been  on  this  occasion.  It  is  sad  to 
relate  that  the  present  knowledge  of  coke  oven  practice  offers  no  relief 
to  "green  gas"  emissions  when  breakdowns  occur,  and  one  can  only  hope 
that  they  will  be  few  and  far  between.  This  battery  of  ovens  is  said 
to  incorporate  all  known  methods  calculated  to  reduce  smoke  and  fume 
emissions  but  it  is  obvious  that  research  work  must  be  undertaken  on  a 
far  more  vigorous  basis  and  certainly  with  the  backing  of  the  Government 
to  achieve  any  real  improvement  in  plants  of  this  type.  Fortunately, 
the  country  as  a whole  is  now  alive  to  the  smoke  menace  and  Kemsworth 
will  not  be  fighting  a lone  battle  . 

One  cannot  ovorlook  the  smoke  emissions  from  railway  egines, 
particularly  shunting  engines  in  the  Fitzwilliam  area.  They  often 
are  appreciable.  Finally  there  is  the  problem  of  the  domestic  chimney, 
and  in  aggregate,  smoke  from  this  source  is  estimated  to  be  raasponsible 
for  at  least  a half  of  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere . 

Monthly  readings  of  the  sootfall  gauge  at  Vale  Head  Park  were 
recorded  during  1952  . They  gave  a figure  of  132  .56  tons  per  square 
mile  for  the  year.  The  1951  recording  was  140.60  tons. 

15,  RATS  AND  MICE  CONTROL. 

77  infestations  were  either  reported  or  found  during  the  year  and 
all  were  readily  eliminated.  Seven  infestations  were  serious  enough  to 
come  within  the  category  of  major  infestations. 

1030  baits  were  laid.  188  rats  and  mice  were  recovered. 

The  practice  of  treating  all  infestations,  with  the  exception  of 
those  on  business  premises,  free  of  charge  continued  throughout  1952. 

One  man  employed  part  time  was  well  able  to  deal  with  this  work 
which  never  assumed  major  proportions  during  the  year. 

Periodical  infestations  occurred  at  the  refuse  tip,  sewage 
works  and  allotment  property  as  in  previous  years  and  were  the  main 
sources  of  the  rat  population  within  the  district.  Systematic 
inspections  were  made  of  these  vulnerable  areas  and  treatments  given 
as  they  were  required.  By  these  measures,  infestations  were  never 
beyond  easy  control. 


Zinc  phosphide  with  sausage  rusk  ?/as  the  poison  maJ.nly  in  use 
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and  proved  reasonably  effective.  Prebaiting  with  bnpoisoned  rusk, 
however,  necessitated  daily  visits  over  a period  of  five  days  to 
effect  a clearance  of  an  infestation,  so  that  when  the  poison 
'’Warfarin”  came  into  use,  a considerable  time  saving  occurred.  "Warfarin” 
proved  it*olf  to  be  extremely  effective,  and  indeed  looks  capable  of 
dealing  drastically  with  the  rodent  problem  on  a scale  never  before 
c ontemplated . 

A 10$  test  of  the  districts  sewer  manholes  was  made  during  July. 
Three  short  sewer  lengths  were  found  to  be  rat  infested,  and  a full 
treatment  was  carried  out  in  each  case. 

The  Council  continued  its  active  membership  of  a Planning  and 
Advisory  Committee  constituted  from  seven  neighbouring  authorities. 

Ife e tings  were  held  quarterly  at  Pontefract  during  the  year  and  useful 
information  on  rodent  control  was  either  exchanged,  or  obtained  from 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  advisers. 

Farm  premises  were  subject  to  local  authority  control.  The 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  maintained  a pest  control  service  available  to 
local  farmers,  who  were  encouraged  to  make  full  use  of  this  specialised 
service . 

16 . INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Enquiries  were  undertaken  in  all  cases  of  notifiable  diseases 
during  the  year  and  relevant  details  passed  on  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health . 

17.  PET RO  LSUM  L IC ENC  ES  ♦ 

Licences  authorising  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  at  15 
premises  within  the  district  were  issued  during  the  year.  The  quantity 
of  petroleum  spirit  involved  was  not  to  exceed  66,200  gallons. 

lb.  CQHCLUS  ION . 

In  conclusion,  I offer  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  lumbers 
of  the  Committee  for  the  sustained  interest  and  support  given  me  during 
the  year.  May  I also  thank  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his 
interest  and  support  and  the  indoor  and  outdoor  staffs  of  the  Council 
for  their  friendly  co-operation  at  all  times.
